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SURGERY RECEIVES 
CIVIC DONATION 


Ata luncheon on 20 June at the Faculty Club, 
Tom Williams, Chairman of the Department 
of Surgery, was presented with a cheque for 
$35,000 to support the continuing Surgical 
Research Program. The cheque was presented 
by Bill Mack, Acting Chairman of the 
Edmonton Civic Employees’ Charitable 
Assistance Fund. 

The Edmonton Civic Employee’s Charitable 
Assistance Fund has directly financed 
theoretical and practical advances in kidney 
preservation and transplantation, the 
physiology of the stomach and treatment of 
gastric and duodenal ulcers, gall bladder 
disease and the formation of gall stones, 
pancreas transplantation, wound healing, and 
open heart surgery. Over the years, some 
one hundred researchers have been 
supported, and no less than twenty-six of 
those are currently on staff in the 
University’s Department of Surgery. 

D.F. Cameron, Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine, and Dr. Williams expressed the 
gratitude of the Faculty of Medicine and the 
Department of Surgery respectively. 

H.E. Gunning expressed his appreciation 

on behalf of the University, and he said 

that the Edmonton Civic Employees should 
be regarded as a model of how 
organizations can contribute to the efforts 
of the University and thus to the community 
as a whole. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 
FOR THE LEARNING DISABLED 


Approximately twenty children with learning 
difficulties will attend summer school at 

this University. Most of the children are 
from outlying communities such as 
Athabasca, Fort McMurray, Edson, Smoky 
Lake, and High Prairie. 

Before the school opens, a teacher will 
provide individual pre-assessment and 
develop and implement a remedial program 
for the child to follow until the school 
concludes. The program, aimed at children 
from nine to twelve years of age, will focus 
on development of academic skills and, if 
required, social development skills. A number 
of teaching facilities and methods, including 
computer-assisted instruction, will be 
employed. 
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The program is free of charge to the parents 
and is under the co-direction of Robert 
Mulcahy, Director of the Learning and 
Development Clinic in the Faculty of 
Education, and Harvy Zingle, Coordinator 
of Clinical Services. 

Upon completion of the program, a detailed 
report on each child will be sent to his 
or her school and the child’s educational 
development will be studied for one year. 


NATIONAL ODORI CONCERT 


Japanese citizens of this country will be 
celebrating their centennial this year 
through the Odori Project. One of its main 
objectives is to create public awareness 
of the Japanese cultural contribution to the 
performing arts—the Odori. 

The Odori is a dance, symbolic of Japanese 
culture. Through it, expression is given to 
quality and appreciation of beauty, rhythm, 
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subtlety, and delicacy. To master the 
interpretive part creatively, the Sansei 
dancers must become thoroughly acquainted 
with the meaning behind symbolic expression. 
However, since the second- and third- 
generation Japanese (the Nisei and Sansei) 
now perform the Odori, something of a new 
identity emerges through a Japanese- 
Canadian expression. 

The National Odori Concert will perform 
in Edmonton on 5 and 6 August. The 
concert will follow the shakuhachi 
introduction with the Cherry Blossom Dance 
and then progress through the: four seasonal 
changes reflected by dance movement, music, 
and sets. The latter half of the program 
will be light and colorful, blending aspects 
of the Canadian and Japanese cultures.

ENERGY CONSERVATION 


The following article has been received from 
RJ. Burns, Director of the Office of Energy 
Management. 


The University of Alberta Design Guidelines 
Committee has reviewed temperature 
requirements of domestic hot water in 
University buildings and has approved new 
distribution temperatures of 40°C. The 
decision to distribute domestic hot water at 
40°C is based partly on published data from 
the Public Building Service Branch of the 
General Services Administration for US 
Government Buildings. This temperature 
meets hand washing comfort requirements 
without blending of hot and cold water. 

Under the previous design and operating 
procedures, domestic hot water systems 
operated continuously at temperatures 
between 60°C and 82°C. Under the new 
plan, recirculation and heating systems will 
be turned off during unoccupied hours, and 
timer controls will be installed to reduce the 
operating hours of recirculation pumps and 
heat exchangers by approximately 40 percent. 

By operating the domestic hot water 
systems under this program, annual energy 
savings in Education North alone will be 
in the order of 6,570 kilowatt-hours of 
power reduction and 285,000 pounds steam 
reduction, which will net $450 annually. 
Implementation of this program in the 
thirty-five largest buildings on campus will 
net an operating cost saving to the University 
of between $15,000 and $18,000 annually. 

The turning down of water temperatures 
in buildings will be carried out by the 
Physical Plant Maintenance Division 
throughout the coming year. Any enquiries 
should be directed to Building 
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Superintendents. The Office of Energy 
Management will investigate any corrective 
action necessary to meet localized needs for 
temperatures above 40°C.
